THE " INSANITY" FAKCE 


'A few weeks ago the Leopold and Loeb 


families issued a statement, evidently pre- 
pared by their attorneys, in which they 
assured the public that their -wealth 
•would not be used to. frustrate justice in 
the case of their»sons charged with the 
murder of the Franks boy. It was a dig- 
nified and appropriate statement. 
For 


the time being it was calculated to.allay 
public apprehension that money might 
succeed in saving these young murderers 
from the gallows.. 


It appears, however, that^money is to 


make the usual fight for the lives of con- 
fessed, slayers. It is going to be replica 
of the celebrated Thaw case. 
A lot of 


alienists have been engaged to examine 
the young men, and they are now en- 
gaged in their mysterious performances. 


• "We read that hearts and lungs of the mur- 
derers are tested for evidences of insanity. 
A lot of other silly formulas are gone 
through for v physiological and psychic 
"symptoms." 


These so-called experts will pronounce 


both Leopold and Loeb insane in some 
form. There is not the slightest question 
about this.- They would pronounce any 
other human being insane that might be 
put und'er their observation who was 
charged with a high crime, provided there 
•was sufficient money to command their 
distinguished service. . 


The state of Illinois will have its own 


psychiatrists. :They will make the same- 
tests and go through the same formalities 
and they will pronounce the defendants 
sane. A great hullabaloo will be made by 
the attorney over this "expert" evid1- 
dence. 
"Whether" the jury is befuddled 


into believing the'insanity^ claims ^of the 
defense will depend1 upon the oratorical 
and personal persuasiveness of its attor- 
neys. 
"VThat a ridiculous seance! 'Pure 


and .unadulterated hocus-pocus! 


"When some emotional person suffe'rs 


a temporary brainstorm and kills a fellow- 
man in anger or passion he generally gets 
the death penalty. Yet his offense is far 
more excusable than that of these two 
young fiends who for months planned to 
commit murder for the sake of "getting 
a thrill." They have committed one of 
the\most monstrous crimes recorded in 
history. A person capable of such fiend- 
ithness may be insane, but if so we should 
have to excuse every murder that is com- 
mitted. Instead of executing or impris- 
oning murderers in penitentiaries they" 
would all go to insane asylums for a few 
years and then those with money or 
"pull" outside would be. liberated. Some 
persons are just naturally cold-blooded 
in their disregard of the rights of oth- 
ers, and some are equally cold-blooded in 
the commission of crime. 
Leopold and 


Loeb were of this temperament, and that 
is all there is to the tremendous attempt 
to make them out insane. If they escape 
the just fate Their crime deserves it will 
be money and crafty lawyers who save 


and nothing else .'whatsoever.

So far as Senator La Follette is con- 


cerned he has made a wise decision in re- 
fusing the nomination for the presidency 
by the St. PauJ convention. It would 
have cost him the support, in our opinion, 
of the one section of the country where 
he is strong and where he might have 
hopes of gaining a' few electoral votes. 
"We doubt if he could even carry "Wiscon- 
sin on a communistic platform. The farce 
at St. Paul may be dismissed as of any 
significance or bearing in the election. 
The real factor of uncertainty is the pro- 
gressive committee of forty-eight which 
will meet in Cleveland to decide the ques- 
tion of launching a third party;

If we think the west was wild and 


woolly fifty or siity years ago, what does 
the west think of the country these days ? 
The crime wave has reached stupendous 
proportions. 
Agencies of government 


seem powerless to break it up. It is be- 
yond control so far as suppression is con- 
cerned. The authorities arc kept busy, 
not in the prevention of crimc; but in the 
detection and arrest of its perpetrators. 


Most persons arc shocked at the orgy 


01 crime, but they are not disturbed by 
the causes which produce it. These caus- 
es are social. They are peculiar to th« 
times. 
Only when they are understood 


and grappled with in the home, in the 
schools; in social and industrial contact, 
and we get back to solid foundations 
through education, will the criminal ten- 
dencies be checked. It is the age of jazz 
and booze. Simple virtues are in disre- 
pute. The human value market is off.
